From Czecho:lovabia. 


I had the pleasure last night of meeting 
the three Czechoslovak officers who have 
come to Dublin to compete at the Horse 
Show. This is the first time that 
Czechoslovakia has sent a team to Dublin, 
and I am sure that our visitors, whether 
they win or lose, will be given a hearty 
welcome by our people. They are ex- 
tremely charming fellows. Like h|l their 
fellow-countrymen, they are simple and un- 
affected, without a trace of “side,” and 
although they only arrived in Dublin yes- 
terday, they already have found -nuch to 
interest them. Captain Statecny, who is 
in charge of the team, is well known 
among European cavalrymen. He has 
jumped with marked success at moat of the 
bie tournaments on the Continent, and has 
had experience of most kinds of obstacles. 
He admitted to me, however, that, the 
double bank at Ballsbridg> is something 
entirely new to the Czechoslovak team. All 
the other visiting teams have had previous 
opportunities to become acauainted with 
the intricacies of Ballsbridge, so the 
Czechostovaks will be under a definite dis- 
advantage. In welcoming them to Ireland 
for the first time. I might mention that 
two of the three officers took an active pars 
in Czechoslovakia’s gallant struggle for 
freedom during the War.

WELFARE OF THE 
NATION. 

A FULL AND AMPLE LIFE. 


CONOMICS were looked upon for many 
E, ears as a di science, said Dr. Paul 
unroe, at tie Júhcheon of the Economic 
Section of the World Education Conference in 
the Royal Hibernian Hotel, Dublin, yesterday. 
Recently, however, more = pyrotechnics 
attached to economics than any r subject. 
The Lord Mayor, Alderman Alfred Byrne, 
T.D., extended a hearty welcome to the 
visitors, The work of their chaifman, Dr. 
Frances Moore Butts, Ph.D., had brought 
many benefits to the people of her district. 
In Ireland they were not always fortunate in 
getiing in public affairs the people who 
thought about real things and things that 
mattered. He wondered if their writers and 
their very distinguished educationists would 
come down from the air and face the hard 
facts of material things. They kad in Ireland 
many thousands of unemployed, and fey, in 
the most fertile land in Europe. rge 
numbers were leaving the land and coming to 
the cities. Farmers’ sons and daughters were 
then competing in the cities for work that 
should go to others. There should be people 
at that educational conference who could 
devise schemes which would help the ordinary 


homes for the great number of their citizens 
who were unable to pay ‘the high rents de- 
manded of thém. 

The Chairman introduced tbe principal 
guests :—The Hon. Mrs. Ruth Bryan Owen, 
U.S. Minister to Denmark; the U.S. Consul- 
General to the Irish Free State; Mr. Denby, 
of the U.S. Legation in Dublin; Dr. Munroe, 
President of the World Federation of Educa- 
tion; Mr. T. J. O'Connell, Organising Secre- 
tary of the Conference; and the individual 
members of the board of directors of the 
Federation. The visitors all spoke highly of 
the wonderful hospitality that had been 
extended to them during the visit to Dublin. 


ECONOMIC PLANNING. 


An address on “ Education for Economic 
Planning, National and International,’ was 
delivered by Dr. John F. Burke, D.isc., 
B.Comm., Dublin, who said: “My country, 
right or wrong,” embodied a _ philosophy 
which was far ba erfect, but in the long 
run its advocates did much more -good and 
much less evil than those nondescript hybrids 
who worked themselves into a frenzy of rage 
over the grievances, real, or imaginary, of 
the citizens of another country, but had no 
time to spend in alleviating the much more 
pressing problems of poverty and unemploy 
ment im their own country. 

Economic plahuing like charity should 
begin at home hut if it was to be perfect, 
should not necessarily end there. “' Further- 
more, said Dr. Burke, ' I venture to assert 
that sane national’ thinking is not in its 
essence prejudicial to international welfare ; 
but it is not leadership, as 1 conceive it, to 
weigh all one's actions first in the balance of 
wae opinion before putting them into 
operation, And sv 1 held it true that what 
Mussolini did for ttaly, what Roosevelt is 
doing for America, what Hitle: is doing for 
Germany, and what De Valera is doing for 
the Saorstat is founded_on right principles, 
it is putting first things, first—the weifare 
of the individual nation over which each is 
ruler. 

SURVEY OF NATIONAL 
RESOURCES. 


Accepting nationality as the sound basis 
for economic plannirg and in consequence 
for a progressive system of education, there 
next arose the question: Upon what lines 
should sueh planning proseed’? Here the 
educationist came into his own, With wisely 
trained citizens the s:rvey of national re- 
sources, actual and putenitia’ would be quickly 
and accurately accomplished, existing know- 


ledge would be made soon available,and original | 


research would modify or extend its conclu- 
sions. Censuses of production had in recent 
years revealed to all nations economic 
facts that were but hithertogsurmised, and 
had thrown some pregnant sidelights upon 
the relative value of the home market as con- 
trasted with the precarious,.-value of a 
hitherto over-emphasised foreign trade. At 
tames he felt inclined to believe that they 
were still back in mind and thought with the 
old mercantile school of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, which held that it was “the great 
object of a community so to conduct its 
dealings with other nations as to attract to 
itself the largest possible share of the precious 
metals.’" How else could they explain that 
remarkable predilection for foreign trade, 
and that more amazing worship-of the golden 
calf? It was his firm belief that the extent 
to which any pores of economic planning 
aimed at providing «the citizens with a full 
and ample life was the best measurement of 
its success. Therefore, it was not only advis- 
able, but highly necessary, that each nation 
should seek, so far as its resources permitted, 
to develop the necessaries of life, to grow 
wheat and vegetables and fruit, to manufac- 
ture boots and clothes, especially from its 
own leather, and wool and flax, to utilise its 
own water power and peat and coal resources 
—in fine, to develop such industries as were 
essential to provide it to gre fullest extent 
with food, clothing, and shelter, and to enable 
it to usefully employ all of its employable 
citizens. 

Education must go in advance, so that 
when the plan matured the workers were 
there trained to develop it. The first thing 
that they as workers in the field of education 
and of commercial education in particular, 
must do was to preach day in, day out, the 
nobility of jabour, They would have to in- 
eulcate the lesson that there was as great— 
if not greater—need for the labour of the 
smith who shoed the horse as for the labour 
of the secretary of the great industrial com- 
pany that employed ‘smith and secretary 
alike. 

The world to-day was slowly, but de- 
finitely, dividing itself into two great groups 
—on the one side were those nations ss 
believed in God, on the other side were those 
nations who denied His existence. As educa- 
tionists they must make their choice. For 
them in Ireland it had already been made by 
history and tradition. They were not merely 
Christian, but Catholic, Their economic plan- 
ning and their educational system must, 
therefore, be founded on definite moral prin- 
ciples, :

‘SCHOOL MEDICAL 
SERVICE. 


THE PERIOD OF 
ADOLESCENCE. 


At the Health Section, in the Mansion 
House, yesterday, Dr. John Davidson, County 
M.O.H., Suffolk, in a er on “ Medical 
Examination of School En; dren,” said that 
it was abundantly evident that if an improve- 
ment in general health of the children was 
to be secured, co-ordination must be obtained 
between the school medical service and the 
service of maternity and child welfare. An 
appfeciable percentage of entrant children 
present defects or conditions which require 
treatment. A proportion of the defects and 
diseases detected at medical inspection during 
later school life were the chronic and sub- 
chronic sequel of infection and illness in the 
pre-school period. The statutory health 
services must be co-ordinated with those of 
the school service, so that maximum facilities 
for diagnosis and treatment might be avaiiable. 
There was urgent need to secure proper super- 
vision of the pre-school child. The defects 
found in the first five years of life were 
capable of amelioration by simple means, and 
the child also should be given ample medical 
attention for the following three years. 
Between, seven and eleven physical conditions 
should be placed first, for to yield good fruit 
adolescence must be assured of a sound root 
formation; this was for the primary school 
to provide. 
~ Dealing with the secondary school child, 
Dr. Dayidson said that a preliminary instruc- 
tion in biology aud hygiene will have pre 
pared the way for this specialised information, 
and this teaching will follow in natural and 
undisturbed sequence the teaching of the 
furictions of the other organs of the body. 

Such knowledge and understanding would 
obviate many of the mental and physical diffi- 


culties of a period of adolescence and would 
prove of value in the future ordering of lives 
and conduct. ‘‘ The replacement of tainted 
knowledge by informative teaching; the 
replacement of ignorance by wise information 
and the entire common-sense control of this 
vitally important question form one of the 
greatest mental aa physical requirements of 


children of this age period, ' said Dr. 


Davidson.

SCHOOL PROGRAMMES,

EGG-LAYING TEST, 


> 


POSITION OF THE BREEDS. 


The tenth four-weekly report issued by the 
Irish Free State Department of Agriculture in 
connection with the egg-laying competition 
which is being conducted at the Munster 
Institute, Cork, covers the period 12th 
October to 18th July, and states that the 
health and the condition of the pullets during 
the tenth period, remained satisfactory. Despite 
the prevalence of broodiness and moulting, 
production was fairly good. A total of 1 
birds were cooped lor broodiness, and nine 
deaths were recorded during the four weeks. 

In the duck section the general condition of 
the flock was good. The majority of the 
birds, however, were commencing to moult, 
and, in consequence, the egg yield for the 
period was low. 

Excluding eggs which were under the 
weight prescribed for second grade, and 
making allowance for the death it fifty-four 
pullets and one duck since 12th October (the 
date of the commencement of the test), the 
average egg yield per bird for each of the 
competing breeds was as follows :—

Soon 
afterwards witness proceeded to examine the 
documents, which consisted of some eight 
claims for bounty in respect of cattle exported 
to Northern Ireland. The claim summary 
had pe been initialled by one of the 
responsible officers, Mr. Brendan O’Herlihy, 
but witness found that the particulars of the 
cattle on the British Customs receipts for 
duty paid did not correspond in some cases 
with those given on the claim. Witness re- 
tained the documents and telephoned for Mr. 
Wafer, Deegan’s superior officer. 

Mr. Wafer did not come, but he 
sent Deegan. Witness pointed out to 
Deegan that cattle described on the 
British Customs as yearlings appeared 
on the claim summary as cattle “two years 
old and upwards,’ and he told Deegan that 
he was not satisfied that to pay would be in 
order. Deegaa examined the Customs receipts 
and the claims, and said that they were 
approved in mistake, that Woods was not 
entitled to any ‘ubsidy for yearling cattle, 
and added— '' It was a good Job you noticed 
it.” Deegan then took the papers away, say- 
ing that he would have them cancelled. 

. The defendants were further remanded on 
ail. 


INSURANCE FRAUD CHARGE

T.U.C. LEADER’S 
CHARGE. 


CONFERENCE IN 
KILLARNEY.

From Ovr Reporter. 
KILLARNEY, Wednesday. 


R. 8. P. CAMPBELL, in his  presi- 
M dential address, delivered this morn- 
ing to the Irish Trades Union Cón- 
gress, said that the present Government, had 
promised a policy to cure industrial ills, but 
eighteen months had now elapsed since they 
took office, and yet the destitution of unem- 
ployed persons had grown greater. 
' He criticised the wage-cutting policy of the 
Government, and said that the sternest op- 
position must be offered to any attempt to 
reduce the standard of living; but, on the 
other hand, he thought that the economic 
“war ” should be pursued more energetically 
by the Government: it could be made a 
source of great advantage in substituting a 
more balanced economy for the present state 
of affairs. 


NEW SOCIAL OUTLOOK, 


He opened his address by referring to the 
breakdown of the Economic Conference jn 
London, and recalled the ‘‘ Rerum Novarum "’ 
Encyclical of Pope Leo XIII,- If the capi- 
talists and bankers, he said, had followed 
the teachings laid down in that document, 
many of the social ills which beset the 
modern “world would not have arisen. The 
lowering of tariffs had been suggested as one 
remedy, but this would be useless under the 

resent capitalist system, and would mean 
hat the countries with the highest . wage 
standards would be compelled to reduce 
wages to the Jevel of their lowest competitor, 
or starve. The real solution was a new 
social outlook, and the thirty millions of 
unemployed persons could not be re-absorbed 
into industry unless the whole intent and 
purpose of industry was changed. 

Turning to home affairs, he said that with- 
out independence in the political, financial 
and economic fields, nationhood could not be 
established, and the Irish working-class had 
given freely of its best in the struggle for 
freedom. The punitive tariffs imposed on 
our exports was an instance of. what one 
might expect when this country asserted its 
rights. hese tariffs had now been in exist- 
ence for over twelve months in the hope that 
the people of this country would tire of the 
struggle and return to the payment of 
moneys which -were never morally due, and 
to which no legal claim could apparently be 
sustained, : 


THE STATE AND BANKS, 


He thought he would be expressing the 
opinion of organised trades unionists when he 
said that the economic “ war” should be 
more energetically pursued by the Govern- 
ment. President de Valera should take time 
by the forelock, as he had often said he 
would do, and organise industries directly 
under the egis of the State. Banking was 
the hub of the modern financial and economic 
position, and the subservience of the modern 
state to the control of private banking was 
an ignominious position for any Government 
to be compelled to oceupy. Only the State 
had the right to say whether the policy of 
private bankers was best suited to meet the 
needs of industry, and an absolute super- 
vision of banking policy by the State was 
essential if the industries of the country were 
to be safeguarded. 


TILLAGE NEED. 


In respect of land, the fullest use must be 
made of the soil of the country. Thousands 
of Irish people were virtually starving while 
much good Jand lay untilled. Now, more 
than ever, when the cattle trade connection 
with Great Britain was declining, the Govern- 
ment should bring forward a land policy 
which would plant large numbers of the 
population in suitable holdings, while the 
cultivation of land for sgelf-sustenance by 
organised communities of voluntary workers 
should be seriously considered, 

The economic “ war,” therefore; could be 
made a source of great advantage, for, under 
its pressure and prosechtion, a well-thought- 
out and balanced economy could supplant the 
dangerous, unbalanced dependence of” this 
country on an outsider for much of its 
principal industrial requirements, The right 
of ownership in land should be accompanied 
by the responsibility for its right use, and 
the owners of land must not be allowed to 
let it lie fallow and unused. 


STILL IN DISTRESS, 


“The present Government Party,” he eon. 
tinued, “ stated during recent elections that 
they had a plan and a policy to cure in- 
dustrial] ills and agrarian distress, but they 
are now eighteen months in office, and, de- 
spite some well-mé@aning efforts in certain 
directions, no diminution seems to have taken 
place in the number of destitute persons who 
must be maintained by Poor Law relief.” 

Great numbers of workers, he added, had 
voted for the Government Party because of 
the roseate promises held out to them; but 
the fulfilment of many of these promises could 
only be realised when a large portion oí the 
Labour programme had been carried into 
legislative form. At the moment, the desti- 
tution of the unemployed had grown greater; 
the owners of industry did not require them, 
and all the appeals of the Government to 
these owners to expand their businesses 
would not avail anything. These workers 
would be compelled to realise eventually that 
there was but one hope for them, and that 
was in the Labour movement, ‘* The Labour 
movement,” he said, “ was good enough and 
great enough for James Connolly to express 
all his republican and social ideas; it should, 
therefore, be good and great enough for all 
of us.” 

Tested by its policy on outstanding ques- 
tions, such as land, banking, fisheries, trans- 
port, and the general economic organisation 
of the country, the present Government was 
not moving sufficiently fast, Its only 

anacea, apparently, was the fatuous and 
orlorn one of appealing to private enterprise, 
accompanied by wage-cuts for all grades of 
State employés. o more foolish policy 
could be embarked upon, and there was no 
improvement on the policy of its predeces. 
sors, whose ten yar of wage reductions was 
being emulated by the present Government.

perous by the absurd method of reducing the 
purchasing power of its people. “Tó all 
these efforts to reduce the standard of living 
of the Irish workers,” he said, .‘‘ the sternest 
Opposition must be offered. In our trade 
unions we. have the means of successfully 
combatting all the attacks on our position, 
and, not only must we prepare to meet these 
attacks by defensive means, but also prepare 
for the offence, as the offensive is the best 
defensive,” 
Throughout the year, he stated, the 
National Executive had been busy with a 
very large number of questions, the most 
important of which were concerned with 
eneral unemployment, traffic railways, wage. 
xing machinery, unemplovment insurance, 
the baine week, and so on, Of these 
subjects he would like to select for special 
mention the forty-hour week, as the questivo 
was ove of the greatest importance to the 
organised workers. Sonce Congress last 
met the proposal had become one of practical 
olitica, for Italy had asked the League of 
Nations to make a forty-hour week the 
standard in all affiliated countries. For the 
moment, reaction had triumphed at Geneva, 
but much would be heard of the proposal in 
the immediate future. 

He concluded by saying that the country 
would, in a short time, consummate its pre- 
sent economic hopes, and then the demand 
for further sacrifices from Labour would be 
made. They could, however, by intense 
work and loyalty arouse a more forward 
spirit, which would be their movement's 
reatest, insurance. By utilising to the 
Fallest extent the trades unions and the politi- 
eal party they could maintain what they had 
won and look confidently to the future. 

Mr. Campbell referred, with regret, to the 
recent death of Mr, James Carr, of Limerick, 
a member of the National Executive, and 
Congress passed a vote of sympathy with the 
relatives. 


“ CRUCIAL PERIOD.” 


There were over one hundred delegates, who 
were welcomed by Mr. Eugene O'Sullivan.

CHARGE. 


WIFE COMMITTED FOR 
TRIAL.

At Dundalk yesterday Mrs. Kate Duffy, 
aged 50, was charged with the wilful murder 
of her husband, Michael, aged 70 years, by 
shooting him with a revolver. 


Mrs. Duffy was not placed in the dock, but 
was given a seat oppogite the District Justice. 
She neve. spoke during the hearing, but kept 
praying on her beads. 

Dr. Macauley, Dublin, said that Duffy, 
who was a Blackrock (County Louth) pubh- 
can, had a bullet wound in the jaw. When 
an operation wag about to take place at the 
Mater Misericordim Hospital, he collapsed and 
died. Death was due to the bullet wound, 
the cause of death being accelerated by the 
anzesthetic. 

Dr. Nial MeGahon. said that when he asked 
Duffy at the hospital about the shooting, he 
She 
was always a good wife to me.” 

Kathleen Duffy, a daughter of the prisoner, 
said that she took the revolver from her 
mother, who was shouting that her father 
had been shot, but she did not say who shot 


Answering Mr, Russell, solicitor for the 
accused, the girl said her parents were always 
on the best of terms. Two months earlier her 
mother had influenza.

THE LAYING OF A PIPE LINE. 
FRom Ougs Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Wednesday. 
At the Cork Harbour Board to-day, Mr. R. 


Wallace presiding, in connection with an 


application: from Russian Oil Products, Ltd., - 


for permission to lay a pipe line on the south 
deepwater quay, and requesting that the cost 
of opening up and closing the roadway be 
borne by the Board, the Chairman said that 
a Committee of the Board had an interview 
with three representatives of Russian Oil 
Products this morning. The R.O.P. was 
supplying Cork and district at present from 
Haulbowtine, supplies being brought from 
Haulbowline to Cobh by barge. The Cork 
installation would be supplied from Haulbow- 
line with, approximately, seventy tons per 


week, The R.O.P. had no intention oí inter- 
fering with the present tses of the Haulbow- 


line installation, 

The Cork installation had leased a site of 
one avre from Messrs. Ford, with the option 
of two acres. On the one-acre site the 
maximum storage capacity would be about 
500 tons, and the intention was to supply 
Cork and the South of Ireland within a radius 
of seventy miles. If the Cork installation 
maximum developed, us they hoped it would, 
R.O.P. had very ambitious schemes in mind 
in connection with the uses of Cork Harbour. 

The committee had spent a few hours visit- 
ing the site, and the placing of two grid 
boxes at the quay ei ensure that there 
would be. no interference with existing ship- 
ping conditions, The committee was unani- 
mous in granting permission. 

Mr. O'Shea said that the Chairman was 
scarcely justified in saying that the Com- 
mittee arrived at any final decision. The 
scheme was not yet entirely above objection 
from the point of view of those interested 
in the new mills, and he considered that the 
matter was a question for experts to decide 
as to whether or not the new milling company

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England’s Opportunity. 
There are a few items of unpleasant 
significance to the Free Staté in the latest 
returns of the British Board of Agricul- 
ture. Chief among them is the intimation 
that the area under rough grazings has 
increased by 39,000 acres since June of last 
year. This increase suggests that the 
farmers of Great Britain, whose cattle 
trade has been on the wane for many years 
past, have realised that the tide has turned 
and that new prospects are opening before 
the domestic stockbreeder. He has fuught 
in recent years against heavy odds. 
Enlarged imports of frozen and chilled beef 
from Argentina and New Zealand have 
been dulling the people’s palate to the 
superior, if more costly, virtues of fresh 
meat ; and the fresh meat market itself has 
been filched by the better organised cattle 
industry of the Free State. Now the posi- 
tion is changed. Britain, indeed, has 
imposed no positive duties on imports of 
meat from Argentina and the Dominions ; 
but she has subjected those imports to a 
quota system, whose effect will be to 
improve the chances of the British pro- 


ducer. Furthermore, the paramount com- 
petition of the Free State has been reduced 
to comparatively harmless proportions by 
the folly of her rulers. Live stock from 
the Free State no longer enjoys the 
favoured position that it used to hold on 
the British market. Far fewer beasts are 
being exported from Dublin, because the 
breeders—for all the poor assistance of 
President de Valera's 
obtain a profit on their sales. 

The position, however, is more serious 
for the Free State than any mere com- 
parison of trade figures would suggest. 
They can tell only what has occurred. 
They reveal the materia] damage that has 
been inflicted already by the economic 
war; but they give no indication of what 
is likely to happen in the future. The 
fact is that the economic war, in its 
twelve months of continuance, has struck 
a grievous and lasting blow. at the Free 
State’s prosperity, Things never will be 
what they were. Mr. de Valera’s conduct 
of the Anglo-Irish dispute, in the first 
place, has gone far to shatter the con- 
fidence which the British consumer re- 
posed in his Irish supplier. There are 
many people in England to-day who have 
resolved never again to eat Irish meat cr 
Irish butter or Irish eggs; for they have 
acquired a not unjustified impression that 
the Free State’s hatred of Great Britain 
is unending, and they simply will not 
encourage the trade of an enemy. In the 
second place, the Free State farmer has. 
lost his grip on many marketing centres 
in Great Britain because the economic 
war has caused such a dislocation of sup- 
plies from Ireland that the local breeders 
have been enabled to step in and make up 
the deficit. Having once acquired a hold 
upon these centres, they will be in no 
hurry to let them go again. We may be 
certain that if there is any rumour of 2 
stoppage of the economic war, the English 
farmers, terrified at the prospect of 
renewed Free State competition, will turn 
against their own Government. 

Out of this economic war the British 
Íarimer, as opposed to the British manufac- 
turer, can derive nothing but profit. It 
means, on the other hand, the annihilation 
of that economy on which Ireland has 
based her prosperity for the past century. 
Something can be saved from the wreck 
if Mr. de Valera consents to look for peace 
before the British farmers have consoli- 
dated their position; but if thé war is 
allowed to drag on for another year, we 
doubt if any power. on earth will restore a 
tithe of their old customers to the stock- 
breeders of the Free State. As the months 
pass, the loss of the British market brings 
the Free State more and more deeply into 
distress. The Government has thrown away 
a source of immense profit, but it has sub- 
stituted nothing for that cornucopia. Its 
tillage plan depends for success on an 
atmosphere of peace, on a relative abund- 
ance of money, on public confidence. None 
of these conditions is present. The 
suddenly impoverished farmer cannot turn 
in a few months to a tillage policy; he 
must have money to live on while he is 
waiting for the crops to grow, and, thanks 
to the economic war, he has no money. 
He demands peace and confidence; he is 
invested by “ private armies,’’ as, well as 
by rate collectors and importunate 
creditors, and does not know where he will 
be before the year is out. To add to his 
miseries, prices are rising, taxes are rising 
and rates are rising. Mr. de Valera’s stage- 
management of the new Irish scene has 
been curiously clumsy. His policy can be 
justified ndw only by success; and it is not 
succeeding. : |

Help for Trawlers, 


The British Government has taken 
belated steps to protect its fishing industry. 
For some years past the industry has been 
on the decline, and to-day hundreds of 
trawlers’ are lying uselessly in the ports 
because their owners have no longer a 
chance of earning a livelihood. The 
principal trouble lies in foreign competi- 
tion, which has increased enormously of 
late. Foreign trawlers, for one reason or 
another, are able to work much more 


| cheaply and efficiently than the British 


trawlers, and, since there has been 
hitherto no restriction on imports of fish, 
they have flooded the British market, 
depressing prices to the loss of the domestic 
fisherman. In the next place, much harm 
has been caused to the industry by the 
landing of small and immature fish from 
This 
practice has done a twofold disservice. In 
the first place, it has spoiled the fishing 
grounds around the British coasts, which 
to-day are very nearly “ fished out "’ ; and, 
in the second place, it has combined with 
the unrestricted flow of imports to reduce 
prices. This week, however, various new 
orders come into effect, which may 
improve the condition of the industry. 
One of them restricts foreign imports to 
90 per cent. of their average over the last 
three years; others prohibit the use for 
deep sea fishing of nets with a small mesh, 
and the sale of fish below a certain pre- 
scribed size. Whether these orders will 
save the British trawlers is questionable ; 
they do not appear to strike very deeply 
at the roots of the trouble. Yet they are 
far-reaching In comparison with the Free 
State’s almost complete inattention to her 
fishing industry, The depopulation of 
Ireland’s waters by foreign trawlers is still 
active, and, although the Government has 
promised means of defence, it is slow to 
provide them, Furthermore, the fisher- 
man’s price for his wares—for all the 
valuable work of the Sea Fisheries’ Asso- 
ciation—still compares pitifully with the 
price charged to the consumer.

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Nazi Propaganda. 


One of the most severe blows that were 
dealt at Germany by the peace treaties was 
the loss of her colonies. It must be 
admitted that the Germans, on the whole, 
were fairly good colonisers, and that their 
administration in Africa and elsewhere 
was reasonably successful. For better 
or for worse, however, all Germany's 
colonies were forfeited after the War; and 
ever since the signing of the Versailles 
Treaty there has been a _ continuous 
agitation in the Fatherland, urging their 
return. This movement has been given 
a strong impetus by the advent to 
power of the Nazi Party. Already the 
Nazis have been making trouble in 
the colonies. In the territory formerly 
known as German South-West Africa 
their propaganda has been so active 
that a motion was introduced in the 
Legislature seeking to prohibit Nazi 
agitation on the ground that it was likely 
to disturb the good relations between 
Europeans in the colony. When the 
matter was raised the German iiembers 
of the Legislature left the House, but re- 
turned in order to vote, with the result 
that the motion was carried by a narrow 
majority *of two votes. When the division 
was taken the Germans again left the 
House.

M. HERRIOT ACCEPTS 
SOVIET INVITATION, 


M. Herriot, the former French Prime 
Minister, is to visit Russia at the invita- 
tion of the Soviet Government. 

“ I shall not do anything there except 
use my eyes, study and talk with people, 
he said in an interview with Le Salul 
Public, of Lyons. “- I am going, as I went 
in 1922, with the sole intention of trying 
to form an opinion. I afm more and more 
of the opinion that we must go and see 
and converse, that we must knot our rela- 
tions more tightly, and cultivate our per- 
sonal friendships with those countries 
which one considers most remote from us 
in their culture, their mentality and their 
social state. 

“The Soviet Government has invited me 
to visit the U.S.S.R. I shall go there al! 
the more willingly because I am glad of 
the resumption of relations with Russia 
brought about by myself in 1925, and 
because I am proud of having been respon- 
sible for the signing of the pact of non- 
aggression between France and the Soviet. 

“ We must,” added M. Herriot, “ think 
of the political and economic future of our 
country, and not remain behind barbed 
wire.”

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| disquieting rumours from 
cain gha that ident Roosevelt will 
demand another instalment of the British 
War debt in December. If so, he will 
expect a larger sum than the token pay- 
ment made in June. Furthermore, it 
appears that the United States will insist 
on payment in gold, according to the old 
agreement, and not in the form of silver— 
an easier method to this country. Any 
guestion of the revision of War debts will 
be reserved until rext year, and will 
be conditional on thé passing of a wave 
of prosperity over Ameyi-a. . If the fore- 
yoing conditions are required the British 
Budget, which was balanced to show a 
slight surplus, but without any provision 
for the June payment, will be upset. 
Another thirty millions in December, jn 
addition to the necessity for providing for 
what was paid in June, do not make a 
healthy prospect for the taxpayer, who 
was in hopes, with indications of increas- 
ing industrial activity, of securing some 
remission of taxation. 


Doctors in the Services. 


The new proposals affecting the medical 
branches of the fighting services will go a 
long way tc adjust grievances that have 
been the subject of complaint for years. 
These grievances were so patent that the 
British Medical Council some years ayo 
went so far as to place a ban on young 
medical men accepting commissions, Their 
action was so effective that the consequent 
shortage in the commissioned ranks neces- 
sitated the employment of civil practi- 
tioners in many home stations and the 
offering of special temporary commissions, 
with a tempting bounty at the expiration 
of the contract The bar was lifted when 
the Council secured some concessions on 
behalf of the faculty, and promises of 
more, which were never fulfilled. The 
shortage is still so great that at frequent 
intervals invitations are issued for twenty 
or more young doctors at a time to accept 
temporary employment, with the prospect 
of permanency if they so desire. 


London’s Tramways. 


The fate of the London tramway system 
is in the balance. The new London 
Transport Board, which came into being 
at the beginning of last month, intends to 
experiment with the trolley ‘bus, and, if 


the experiment proves a success, it will not 


be long before the electric, conduit-worked 
cars disappear. There are altogether in 
the Metropolis 538 miles of tramway 
tracks. On many routes there has been 
such overlapping by cars and ‘buses as to 
call for a comprehensive scheme of co- 
ordination which the new Board has set 
out to achieve. Mr. John Burns’s 
prophecy that the L.C.C. system would 
run buses off the streets was falsified lony 
ago; for the competition has resulted in 
municipal enterprise becoming a heavy 
charge on the taxpayers. The adoption of 
trolley "buses will be an expensive affair ; 
for, epart from the cost of installing that 
means of passenger transport, that of 
erasing the present lines, which-the Board 
hardly would allow to remain. on the road- 
wavs, will run into close on £3,000 a 
mile, 8 : 


A Shorter Vacation. 


With the conclusion of the Trinity law 
sittings this week there comes into opera- 
tion the shorter. vacation for which many 
members of the legal fraternity have long 
been agitating. For the next two months 
the Royal Courts of Justice will be 
deserted, except for the attentions of the 
cleaners. Michaelmas term will open on 
October 2nd, instead of October 12th, as 
has .been the usual practice. This 
shortened period of two clear months’ rest, 
however, does not quite meet the wishes of 
those who have been urging the eurtai!- 
ment of Longe Vacation. Their ideal 
ranges from a month to six weeks—the 
majority favouring the latter—though a 
month — repellant, perhaps, to His 
Majesty's judges and to the more opulent 
members of the Bar—would be welcome to 
the less-favoured members of the pro- 
fession, and it certainly could be justified 
by the present congestion of business in 
the courts. 


Archers. 


At the Ranelagh Club to-day some of 
the finest bowmen in Europe opened the 
first archery championship of the world 
ever held in England, and the third held 
anywhere at all. About nine nations are 
represented. Belgians have come over 
with four picked men from their 25,000 
archers, The French team represents 
200,000. The meeting will conclude on 
Friday. There is a great difference 
between this modern archery and that of 
the days of old. Bows are no longer crá 
from the woods by the archers themselves, 
and arrows cut and dressed in their spare 
time.

ESTERDAY’S sitting of the Dail, 
though it lasted only three and « 
half hours, provided quite a lot of amuse- 
ment for the onlooker. Its outstanding 
feature was the strange reluctance of the 
Government to accept an amendment, 
proposed by Mr. MacDermot, for the use 
of irish fuel in the new sugar beet 
factories, and their efforts to justify this 
surprising departure from the policy of 
encouraging Irish industry. 

Any amount of political capital might 
(and probably will) be drawn from this, 
but the fact was that they were gradually 
manceuvred into an impossible ‘position 
which they did not realise until too late. 
The amendment looked harmless enough 
on the face of it, and Mr. MacEntee dis- 
missed it in rather a perfunctory manner, 
remarking that it was quite unnecessary. 
Possibly, as was pointed out later on, 
the Government felt that any proposal] o/ 
this kind should have come from their 
own benches rather than those of the 
Centre Party, but, whatever the reason, 
their uncompromising refusal led them 
quickly into trouble. 


ATTEMPT TO SIDE-TRACK, 


When Mr. MacDermot announced that 
he was unsatisfied with Fianna Fail’s 
attitude; and that he intended to press 
his amendment, we had the sdieticls ol 
Ministers trying by every means in their 
power to side-track the whole busines» 
rather than give way on the point. —Pro- 
testing that he was just as keen on Irish 
industry as the next man, Mr. MacEntee 
said that the reason for his refusal was 
that the factories would probably use a 
lot of Irish coal in any case. Mr. Lemass 
suggested that the amendment had only 
been proposed because Mr. MacDermot’s 
constituency, might benefit. Mr. MacEntee 
(suddenly struck with a bright idea) 
asked the Speaker if the amendment was 
in order at all, and, baulked on this 
point, said that it had been badly drafted, 
that it was a political demonstration, that 
the use of Irish coal was stil] in an experi- 
mental stage, that it gave powers to one 
Minister which should beiong to another, 
and, finally, that Irish coal would impose 
an undue handicap on the new factojies, 
and would increase the cost of sugar to 
the consumer. It will be gathered from 
the last remark that Mr. MacEntee was 
beginning to feel the strain a little. 


WITH WET TOWELS. 


Mr. Cosgrave, who spoke next, was in 
his best form, and treated the subject in 
a dryly humorous manner. “Tí the 
Ministry had really been in earnest on the 
subject, he said, they would not have been 
content to dismiss the amendment as 
badly drafted. In their zeal to help Irish 
industry they would have sat up all 
night with wet towels round their heads. 
avoided all the social functions of 
the past few days, and hammered out 
some solution to the problem. However, 
he doubted if the Minister had read the 
amendment at all, and had certainly not 
called in the experts for advice, although 
they were present in such nnmbers that 
‘“one could form fours with them.” 


THE RED HERRING. 


Mr. Lemass, who up to this point had 
been enjoying the joke as much as anyone, 
now tried to avenge his ‘party by entrap- 
ping thé Opposition in their turn, and 
attempted to draw Cumann na nGaedheal 
into an admission that they were in favour 
of having Irish fuel used in every industry, 
no matter what it was. The red herring, 
however, was not pursued, and gradually 
the good humour of the Government gave 
place to annoyance; it was being realised 
that they were now in an awkward situa- 
tion. After one or two angry scenes, Mr. 
Lemass found himself differing from Mr. 
MacEntee on the subject of “ undue 
handicaps.’’ Irish coal, he said, had been 
tried at Carlow, and had been found to be 
much more suitable than any other kind. 
Mr. Belton, in the course of another 
passage of arms, asked the Minister for 
Finance to “ stop biting the hand which 
fed him, and which brought him here "— 
referring, of course, to his own entry into 
the Dail in 1927, which brought in the 
Fianna Fail Party shortly after. 

Labour and the Centre Party both voted 
with Cumann na nGaedheal against the 
Government, but the amendment was 
defeated by 53 votes to 35. Before the 
next subject was. taken, Mr. MacEntee 
evidently feeling that some “' come-back ” 
was indicated, rose and called the 
Speaker's attention to the scandalous way 
in which the privileges of the House had 
been abused during the previous debate 
and the gross impropriety with which civil 
servants had been treated. Mr. Cosgrave 
had said that one could form fours with 
the number of experts who were present.

DRAFT ORDINANCE, 


The withdrawal of the German members 
follows a heated controversy yesterday 
resulting from a private motion asking the 
administration to prohibit Nazi propa- 
ganda, and also the introduction of an 
oficial draft ordinance banning uniforms 
worn without permission and prohibiting 
the boycotting of any particular race or 
community in business. 

The German members take the view that 
these proposals are an unwarranted inter- 
ference with private affairs, but the other 
members decline to withdraw the ordinance, 
as to do so would, they maintain, virtually 
recognise the right of the German Govern- 
ment to intervene in the domestic affairs 
of South-West Africa. 

The. German Government has already 
warned Germaus here that they must pre- 
vent the disturbance of relations between 
sections of the comnunity. 

South-West Africa was formerly a 
German colony, and is now administered 
by the Union of South Africa under a 
League of Nations mandate. 


IN TANGANYIKA, 

It is learned that increasing numbers of 
distinguished Germans are visiting Tan- 
ganyika (another former German. colony), 
all of whom declare that no significance 
attaches to such visits, telegraphs Reuter’s 
Dar-es-Salaam Correspondent. The situa- 
tion there is not disturbing, because there 
are very few Jews in that vast territory. 

None the less, Nazi cells have been 
formed there, and it is understood that 
steps are being taken to extend the move- 
ment, 


“NAZIS” CAUSE STORM IN 
BUENOS AIRES.

FIRE AT LEINSTER 
HOUSE.

DURING SUPPER TO MR. 
DE VALERA.

A fire broke out in Leinster House at 
12.45 o'clock this morning, when President 
de Valera was being presented with a 
portrait of himself painted by Mr. Sean 
O'Sullivan. The portrait, which was ex- 
hibited at the Royal Hibernian Academy, 
had been purehased by a number of Mr. 
de Valera's supporters, and its presenta- 
tion to him was marked by an informal 
supper in the restaurant. While this 
function was in progress persons present 
noticed that smoke had begun to pour in 
through the two ventilators. Waitresses 
became hysterical. Journalists in the 
adjoining Press restaurant smelt the fire 
and gave the alarm. At that time the 
outbreak looked like being very serious. 
The entire Tara street section of the 
Brigade arrived. 

The fire originated near a boiler in the 
kitchen, under the restaurant. It appears 
that a pile of shavings—at what had been 
revarded as a safe distance from the boiler 
—had been set alight by the heat from 
the boiler. The firemen, who had to work 
in darkness, had the greatest difficulty in 
extinguishing the flames. 

Meanwhile Mr. de Valera, who up to 
this time had been enjoying the songs 
which had followed the presentation, 
noticing that the smoke was becoming very 
dense in the restaurant, quietly asked the 
guests to withdraw, and they moved into 
the corridors and lobbies of Leinster 
House. 

Miss Pearse, T.D., stated that she had 
noticed the excitement among the wait- 
resses, but did not realise that there was 
a fire until two firemen burst into the 
restaurant. | 

That the gathering broke up suddenly 
was evident from the expression of regret 
op the faces of disappointed guests. Some 
moments later two ushers, realising the 
danger, entered the restaurant and re- 
moved the portrait. The Fire Brigade 
remained on duty for nearly half an hour. 

Colonel Brennan, Superintendent of 
Staff, Captain Byrne and Mr. Doran, a 
member of the Oireachtas staff, are to be 
congratulated on their promptitude in 
dealing with the outbreak. The ushers 
also rendered excellent assistance in lay- 
ing down a line of hose before the Fire 
Brigade arrived..

MOVE. TO BOOST 


“SUBSIDIES TO - 
INDUSTRY” PLAN. 
TO MEET INCREASED PAY 
ROLL BURDEN.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday, 


NATIONAL “ buy now ” campaign 
A in an effort to increase consumption, 
which is vital to the success of President 
Roosevelt’s '' back to prosperity ’’ cam- 
paign, is being planned by General Hugh 
Johnson, head of the National Recovery 
Administration, | ' 

It will be carried on side by side with 
the higher wage and sherter hours move- 
ment, to increase the purchasing power 
of the nation and re-employ the workless. 

General Johnson believes that the real 
test of the “ blanket code ” policy will 
come in the next three weeks. It is 
officially estimated that about one-sixth ot 
American industry, employing about 
6.000,000 men, has voluntarily accepted 
either the ‘‘ blanket code’’ or specific 
wage and: hour codes approved by the 
Administration. About 700,000 employers 
are represented by these industries, leav- 
ing about 4,300,000 still to come into line. 


MORE CREDIT, 


The broadcast announcement by Mr. 
Jesse H. Jones, Chairman of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, that the 
corporation is going to help the banks to 
extend credit to industry is regarded as 
of the greatest significance. 

Some quarters believe that it may be 
the beginning of Government subsidies to 
industry to enable it to sustain the higher 
pay-rolls under the ‘‘ blanket code ” until 
such time as increased sales at higher 
prices can be made to carry the cost. 

Mr. Jones said that he spoke with the 
approval of the President and the United 
States Treasury. The Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, he said, was ready 
to inflate the working capital of banks 
lending to industry by purchasing Pre- 
ferred stock in sound institutions. 

He read a letter from Mr. Roosevelt 
saying :—‘‘ Credit must be made available 
to all classes of our citizens if business is 
to be re-established on a permanent work- 
able basis.’’ i 

The National Recovery Administration 
now finds itself embroiled in the question 
of price-fixing. Mr. Walter Lippman, the 
economic expert, declares that it 1s of 
fundamental importance that the price of 
steel should not be overlooked in the pro- 
posed steel code, while the oil interests 
have told General Johnson that price con- 
trol for them is essential.

AIRMAN'S DELAYED 
FLIGHT. 


LIEUTENANT UUM IN 
MANCHESTER. 


Flight-Lieutenant Charles Ulm, the 
Austratian airman, whose "plane Faith in 
Australia was badly damaged when it sank 
in the sand while he was preparing to 
take off for his flight across the Atlantic 
at Portmarnock strand, County Dublin, 
last Thursday, passed through Liverpool 
yesterday on his way to Manchester, where 
he has gone to watch the progress of the 
repairs to the machine at the Avro Works. 

“ T cannot say definitely how .long the 
repairs are going to take,” said Lieu- 
tenant Ulm in an interview. ‘‘I am 
hoping that the work will be completed in 
about two weeks’ time. When that is 
done I shall proceed to Ireland and make 
another start from Portmarnock. I shall 
be accompanied again by the same three 
companions, including Mr. L. Gallen, my 
co-pilot. We are hoping for better luck 
this time.’’ 

The machine, with its engines, had been 
brought to Liverpool, and there the 
Customs authorities detained the engines. 
Later in the day they were cleared, and 
will be collected and taken to Manchester. 

‘“Tt was a case of the aeroplane being 
a British machine with American engines,’’ 
said a member of the Avro Works to a 
reporter yesterday. ‘‘ They queried the 
engines, but we have cleared them now. 
It was only a matter of supplying a state- 
ment to the Customs authorities that the 
aeroplane would be flown away again. I 
expect that Mr. Ulm will fly his machine 
from here back to Ireland.”’

THE REPORT ON 
HOUSING. 


—- > 


The Times observes in a leadiny article 
to-day:—The report of the Departmental! 
Committee on Housing follows very closely 
the views expressed by the Minister of 
Health from time to time on the two sub- 
jects—namely, reconditioning and hew 
building—which the Committee were 
appointed to examine. The report confirms 
the facts, that reconditioning can play a 
considerable part in dealing with the semi- 
slum or embryo slum, that this process 
should not be regarded as-a substitute for 
slum clearance, and that local authorities 
already possess, but only too rarely 
exercise, the statutory powers necessary to 
adopt it. These are all points which are 
very widely admitted, and the interest of 
the report lies in the methods suggested 
for securing the more extensive practice 
of reconditioning by the owners of repair- 
able property themselves, by neal 
authorities and by public utility societies. 

It is a little surprising, adds The Times, 
that, with the exception of the two Inde- 
pendent Liberal members, the Committee 
should have so flatly rejected the proposals 
put forward by witnesses for the creation 
of a National Housing Corporation or 
Board. In respect of reconditioning, as 
has been explained, the Committee adopt 
the policy of working through public 
utility societies, and of granting Govern- 
ment assistance in cash and credit, ex- 
tending even to the possjuvility. of issuing 
a Government.housing loan. But.in re- 
spect of new building, these principles are 
ruled out, at least for a long time to come, 
and upon arguments, some of which are 
clearly held to possess a more than tem- 
porary validity. 

The Committee’s contention that the 
bulk purchase of materials might lead to 
higher, instead of lower, prices is open to 
question. In certain passages th ~ even 
seem to assume that the present rate of 
building is satisfactory, but the ver, object 
of the Committee was » see how the rate 
of building could be increased, rnd the 
question to be answered was whether, in 
the case of an increased demand, bulk vur- 
chase was more likely to keep prices down 
than the present unorganised nurchases by 
thousands of competitive builders. 

These features of the report must tend 
to throw doubts upon the Committee’s 
further contentions that the prorosed 
organisation vould be unwieldly, and the 
expert staff difficult to obtain.

NATIONAL GUARD'S 
POSITION. 


ETECTIVES in Dublin yesterday 
seized two revolvers from General 
O'Duffy (Director-General of the National 
Guard). One of these guns, says General 
O'Duffy, was a service revolver, and the 
other was the revolver which Michael 
Collins had in his hands when he was shot 
in an ambush in County Cork. It was 
given to General O'Duily. as a token of 
remembrance of his. first. Commander-in- 
Chief. i ir 
General O’Duffy, in an interview”: last 
night, said:—‘‘ 1 have been removed [rom 
my position of Commissioner cf Police with- 
out any cause. I believe that the Minister 
for Justice will refuse, to give me, any 
pension, either for Army or Guard service. 
“ Now my life is being trifled with: This 
is victimisation of the most callous type 
ever imposed by any Government on a 
public servant.” 

General O’ Duffy continued ::—' I have 
read the Dail debate in the papers*to-day. 
There is little to reply to. Nothing new 
has been said. The dictatorship scare has 
been repeated. I again say with all the 
emphasis I can that I am personally 
opposed to dictatorship in any form. I 
believe the Irish people would not have it. 
I will ask the ‘Executive of the National 
Guard at its first meeting to insert a new 
clause in our constitution, showing that our 
policy is ,opposed to dictatorship, and 
pledging our members to oppose any such 
line of action with all the resources at our 
command, I trust this will lay the dictator- 
ship bogey once and for all. 

‘We are being subjected to deliberate 
misrepresentation by those from whom the 
country expects something else. 

“The President, speaking of me, is re- 
ported to have said: ‘ When that gentle- 
man was in office the Constitution was 
good enough for him. The Government 1s 
going to see that if there is any change 
of democratic rule it will be by the will 
of the people.”- ‘I agree with the Presi- 
dent absolutely.. When I was in office I 
obeyed the Constitution to the letter. I 


| obey it still, and I haye said only a day 
[or two ago that the National Guard will 


move slowly, watching its steps as it ad- 
vances, atid when the country desires a 
change the people will have an oppor- 
tunity to pronounce on our policy. 

“Tt is hardly fair to attribute false 
motives to a person with my present re- 
sponsibility in the highest tribunal in the 
land. Anyhow, those who know me will 
not believe it. . 


NON-POLITICAL. 

‘The National Guard has been again 
referred to as an adjunct to a political 
party. It should be now clear to all who 
wish to see. that we are determined to 
keep the middle of the road, independent 
of all parties. It was under these con- 
ditions that I accepted leadership. Those 
who allege that we are linked un with any 
political party or group of parties give us 
credit for very little intelligence, Even 
if all the parties combine acamst us, we 
will go ahead, a civil, unarmed body, with 
clearly defined policy to put before the 


“Tt is not part of our policy to usurp 
he duties of the police. I know the 
Sarda Siechana better than anv man in 
[relauid. and I know the difficu'ties with 
which thev have to contend in their little 
outnosts of three or four men from twelve 
to twenty miles apai:. I know they would 
be verv glad to see ten or twenty sel f-

In what way have I tried to 
éreate a sensation, except in the fact that

tion which in a few short days has secured 
an enormous measure of support from the 
farming and business comm unities, as well 
as from the youth. These supporters have 
already studied our policy, and have 
quickly come to the conclusion that.the 
pew’ movement is the only hope for the 
country. We have their trust. It is 
obvious to every thinking person. that 
the Government fears the National Guard 
from the political viewpoint, and it 18 
equally obvious that this is the real cause 
of the §.0.8. and alarm. 

“TI wish it to be known that.members 
of the Gardai entered my house last 
evening and seized my two revolvers...

DUBLIN BOY’S DEATH.

The death of a boy, John Reid. of Water 
ford street, Dublin, on 17th July, was further 
investigated by Dr. D. A. MacErlean, when 
he. resnmed. the inquest at the Children’s 
Hiospital, Temple. street, yesterday. 

Dr. MacErlean recalled that at the first 
tearing the evidence had shown that the 
child, playing in» Hurst lane with a cart, 
was caught between it and the wall, and 
died almost on the spot. 

Sergeant Dorkney said that the child was 
killed by a light pony-cart of its own height. 
It would ‘have been quite possible for the 
children to pull. this from the wall. The 
lady who used the cart in her dairy business 
was not entitled to leave it in Hurst lane, 
which was in the Corporation’s charge. It 
had not since appeared in the lane. ’
